vealed that polls made by the British 
Institute of Public Opinion before the 
election indicated that Labor had a sub- 
stantial lead over all other parittes. 
These polls found that not only did the 
average Briton expect Labor to win, 
but also that he favored nationalization 
of the land, of the Bank of England, 
of mines, transport and public utilities.

Missouri in Tokyo Bay, said: “Military alliance, balances of power, leagues of 
nations all in turn failed, leaving the only path [to peace] by way. of the 
crucible of war. The utter destructiveness of war now blots out this alterna- 
tive. We have had our last chance. If we do not now devise some greater 
and more equitable system, armageddon will be at our door. The problem 
basically is theological and involves a spiritual recrudescence and improvement 
of human character that will synchronize with our almost matchless advance 
in science, art, literature and all material and cultural developments of the 
past two thousand years. It must be of the spirit if we are to save the flesh.” 

He was given a hundred billion dollars to win the 
war in the Pacific, but how much will be given the church and its leaders to 
face this last chance to save the world from final destruction? 


X-Ray and Forecast 
Employment in the Post-War World 

Industrial centers and industrial leaders are being warned that a severe 
economic jolt may hit this country soon after the first of the year. We are 
still riding along on the momentum of war, but pressure is being put on 
Congress and on the: Army and Navy to get millions of men home by Christ- 
mas. During the late fall months, they will really begin to come back. Shortly 
after the first of the year, folks will suddenly discover that the war is actuall 
over and millions of people will be shifting about, looking for jobs. A holiday 
spirit of rest from years of war work will keep workers undisturbed and will- 
ing to live off savings until after Christmas. Then, with the realization that 
in a matter of weeks ten million men are on the way home and that many are 
already home, an abrupt awakening will come to those who have not yet settled 
down to peace-time plans, to peace-time jobs. 

The fear is that there may be sudden demands by unions which industry, 
involved in the Herculean task of reconversion, will be unprepared to meet, 
precipitating severe strikes in essential industries and pressure on Congress 
from labor lobbies for employment legislation which would be more drastic 
than any now proposed and which might well prove to be premature and harm- 
ful to the country at large. 

Strikes as Smoke Screen 

The public is not aware now of how large the unemployment lists are. 
Instead, the press and radio have been playing up news of 100,000 idle 
throughout the country because of strikes, when about twenty-five times that 
many are already out of jobs! Strike news is being used as a smoke screen 
to keep the public from becoming concerned about unemployment. The pres- 
sure behind this comes from large financial and industrial interests which are 
already profoundly disturbed by the growing problem. 

Of course big strikes are on the way unless a new spirit prevails in big 
business management and among labor leaders. Labor-management confer- 
ences have been and are being held in Washington, hoping to tone down the 
tenseness of the situation. Some encouraging signs of success have been 
achieved, but the conflicting interests are so acute and so sharply lined up 
against each other that it won’t take much of a bump to upset the taut balance 
now existing between the country’s economic factions. 

Union Activity 

The unions are planning hard hitting drives for better wages, annual wage 
policies and other labor advances held in abeyance by war restraints. And, 
as we've said before, don’t let all this talk that the veterans are anti-labor and 
anti-union fool you. Naturally there have been justifiable complaints among 
GI's about striking workers and highly paid war workers, but the press and 
radio never report the fact that over two and a half million soldiers and sailors

Land Reform 


All over eastern Europe where Russian influence is domi- 
nant, the large estates of the feudal aristocrats are being 
broken up and the land divided among the peasants. No 
amount of propaganda against Russia in the press will undo 
or overcome the tremendous impression such action makes 
on depressed and impoverished peoples over the rest of the 
world who are still living under the yoke of servitude to 
privileged classes either on or off the land. 


War and Peace in Italy 


Because of news suppression and censorship, the great be- 
trayal of American blood and ideals in Italy has not yet really 
reached the American people. It will be one of the most 
important and evil chapters of the war when history at last 
tells the whole story. 

American military circles are aware that our high command 
did not want to invade Italy at all. American generals be- 
lieved that the plains of France offered a much greater op- 
portunity for American mechanized armies to strike directly 
and swiftly at the heart of Nazism. Later the truth of this 
belief was ably demonstrated. 

Churchill, however, flatly opposed any invasion of France 
in 1942 and 1943 and urged the plan of striking through the 
“soft underbelly’’ of Nazi Europe. The American generals, 
viewing the almost impassable mountains of Italy, said there 
was no soft underbelly in Italy. But Churchill had his way 
and thousands of American lads had to give their lives to 
prove that their own generals had been right. 

The Italian campaign became a long-drawn-out nightmare 
of bloody plodding advances over terrain where the Nazi 
forces had all the we Cac American forces fought valiant- 
ly, but the Germans skillfully utilized all the benefits of the 
superior defense positions that the Allied blunder presented 
to them. 

Furthermore, any GI in Italy will tell you that the territory 
captured was soon denied them. In important areas, as fast 
as the American forces had cleared out the Nazis, control was 
handed over to the British army, and thousands of GI’s have 
had the experience of being ir by newly arrived British 
ruards the right to walk through the very streets they had 
fought over. Thus Britain took control of Italy as fast as 
we “liberated” it. 

The Italian people to a man were prepared to welcome 
the Americans as liberators who would bring them a chance 
for democracy. Instead they got a British , Fennaeo in their 
ribs which said, “Keep your king and his crowd of fascist 
supporters—or else.” All Italy was demoralized by this be- 
trayal into becoming a sullen bitter recalcitrant nation. 

What is still more historically important is that the treaty 
forced on Italy is still kept secret from the world, although 
it has obviously compelled the Italians to keep in power the 
same aristocrats, political, industrial and financial, who backed 
and financed Mussolini. 

All this of course has happened to prevent the forming of 
a government in Italy unfavorable to British Mediterranean 
interests and the large British investments in Italy proper. 
These interests are shared by certain large American invest- 
ment houses—a fact that tells why the American State De- 
partment has had a share in this shameful betrayal of the 
Italian people and American blood. 

Foremost American newsmen in Italy are saying that this 
effort to keep Italians from going socialist will likely end in 
their going communist! There is reason to hope that in 
time the new London Labor government may be able slowly 
to correct the political ar of Italy unless the unhappy 
illness of bitterness and despair has gone too far. 


The Emperor and Japan 

Evidence of deception is becoming apparent in official in- 
terpretations to the American people of the place of the Em- 
peror in Japanese life and the essential place the Emperor is 
to fill in the future. 

Without question the war was shortened by leaving the 
Emperor on his throne so that he might sue for peace over the 
heads of the war lords, but the American people are now 
being made to believe that the Emperor must be kept in 
power to insure the “undisturbed continuity of the Japanese 
social order.” 

The Emperor is not really and never has been necessary 
to the stability of the Japanese social order. His influence 
was practically nil when Commodore Perry opened Japanese 
doors a century ago. As the first signs of democracy began 
to emerge, the Le re aristocracy, frightened by the new 
threat to their palatial security, began to reinforce the Em- 
peror’s position by a careful campaign to win the people to 
Shintoism and emperor-worship. Liberal newspapers were sup- 
pressed, history books were rewritten to promote the lie that 
emperors had ruled in unbroken line since 660 B.C. and an 
intensive propaganda campaign was put across to sell the Jap- 
anese on their emperor as well as on the aristocrat-militarist 
clique which pulled the strings. 

Therefore, it is untrue to - that Japanese history and Jap- 
anese thinking utterly depends on keeping the Emperor in 
his lofty place. A very few years of freedom in Japan under 
our supervision could soon clear away all such nonsense, as 
any intelligent Japanese will tell you. 

We begin to see the real purpose for all the talk about 
keeping the Emperor on his throne when we discover how he 
stands as an economic figure related to the western world. 
The hard fact is that he is the largest stock and bond holder 
in Japan and is one of the chief owners of the corporations 
which belong to international cartels along with the du Ponts, 
I, G. Farben and Imperial Chemicals. Hirohito owns nearly 
four million acres with all the buildings on them, many of 
them tenements netting him rents of more than 300 million 
dollars. He is also a heavy investor in both Mitsui and Mit- 
subishi, two of the five leading corporations in Japan which 
own and control most of the country’s wealth. 

The Mitsuis and Mitsubishis hold extensive investments in 
American corporations in Japan such as International General 
Electric, Westinghouse Electric, Tide Water Associated Oil, 
Libby-Owens-Ford, Standard Oil, Ford, General Motors, 
Eastman Kodak, Singer Sewing Machine. So, if a wave of 
democratic revolt hit Japan overthrowing the Emperor and 
confiscating his ee the whole financial and industrial 
world would be badly jarred. No wonder there is such strong 
pressure being exerted in London and Washington to save 
the Japanese imperial regime. 


A Japanese Christian at War 


Japanese atrocity stories have been flooding the country 
and, as usual, reports about Christian Japanese have been 
ignored. The Religious News Service tells of a kamikaze 
pilot who deliberately plummeted his plane harmlessly into 
the sea because he was a Christian and did not want to de- 
stroy American lives. 

The Japanese wom was picked up and interpreters heard 
his story. After being imprisoned for two years for refusing 
to fight, he was trained as a kamikaze pilot at the point of a 
gun. On his first mission he made a vow not to “commit 
murder against my fellow Christians,” found a way to lag 
behind the others and then crash-landed his plane in the 
water. Of course he risked being shot down or having the 
bombs his plane carried explode when he landed. 

He told his American captors that he was willing to suffer 
whatever punishment might be ahead of him as a war pris- 
oner, but said that if he lived to see the end of the war he 
wanted to return to Japan to be trained as a Christian mis- 
sionary to his own people.
